army, send a message, record a battle, 
or issue an edict, he sc;.; for his quipu 
maker. 
Unlike the Mayas and the 
Aztecs to the north the Incas had no 
written language, and so the quipu 
took its place. 
It was made of a mou­ 
lter of strings all tied af one end to a 
main string, relates a writer in Path­ 
finder Magazine. 
At first it was used 
only to count and was quite simple, 
knots being tied to represent tens, 
hundreds, and thousands. 
Later, how­ 
ever, as the makers gained in skill, the 
quipu became more complicated. Strings 
of different colors were used, and in­ 
stead of simply tying knots in the indi­ 
vidual strings they were knotted to­ 
gether to convey messages. 
At tile 
height of the empire quipu makers and 
translators were stationed in every im­ 
portant town arid quipus circulated 
widely. 
A few of these relies are still in 
existence although their stories remain 
mostly untold because the art of trans­ 
lation was destroyed with the rest of 
tile Indian culture by the Spam.ads.

The one anc! only P. T. Barnum is alleged to have said 


many things that never found their way into our copy­ 


books .. . things to which few of us would wish to sub­ 


scribe.

Promise Public Works 
Determination to proceed with the

by the party declaration. More than 
five million people have been re-em ­ 
ployed, according to the platform, 
but where private business is unable 
to cope with the problem, work pre­ 
vailing wages should be provided in 
cooperation with state and local gov­ 
ernm ents on useful public projects. 
There was much speculation as to 
what would be the exact wording of 
the plank dealing with civil service.

ternational Dictionary.

Hie familiar meaning of "large uphol­ 
stered sofa often convertible into a 
bed” and also refers to a kind of small 
writing desk, both designs by the gen­ 
tleman of that name. 
The word desk 
itself is rather strange, since it comes 
from tile Latin “discus” and is related 
to vdish.” 
That the word chair comes from 
“kathedrn” (Greek), a combination of 
roots meaning ".sit” and “down.” has 
been remarked often enough.
